After Hie high way* and woods have been 
aearched and after overy posaiblo cine hna 
been turned over and over in the search for 
the body of CJcorgo Hockney, of Lako Bluff, 
whom, relatives 'and friends, foar met foul 
play. Later developments show that Hock- 
ney, despite his excellent reputation nnd 
high standing among his friends, tins 
merely loft the country and is likely now 
in some place enjoying a laugh at the 
newspaper reports about bis disappearance. 

It devclopes that a Cook county man 

jinmed Anderson, went to the Hockney, or 

KcCormick farm, and mndo a purchase of 

two carloads of cattle. Ho paid 8700 for 

tho lot nnd going after them later he found 

1 that a custodian wan in charge of the stock 

nnd the. chattel mortgage for $1,500 of Jos. 

Libal.oMVnrronlon Grove, must bo tnken 

■care of first before any other disposition of 

tho property is made, nnd therefore it ap- 

ipears (hat Andorson is out his 8700 as n 

result of having purchased stock on which 

ituere is a mortgage. 

It was on Tuesday last that a Wnukeaan 
naan was in tho country, n short distance 
west of Waukegan when bo met Anderson 
■whom be bad known for years. They chat- 



ted for a while and Anderson told bin) be 
hud just relumed from the McCormick 
farm where he had purchased two carloads 
of cattle, having paid 8700 for them, 

Knowing nothing of the disposition of 
Hockney, Anderson got off the train at 
Rondout and started for the McCormlck 
fnrm where be was to get tho cattle he pur- 
chased. Wben Anderson reached tho farm 
be found tbo custodian In charge of the 
place in the interest of the holder of tbo 
chattel mortgnge and he was told that, 
diipllo tbo fact that bo held Ifockney'e re- 
ceipt for the two carloads of cattle, bo 
could not take them away, 

What Anderson could do under tbo cir- 
cumstances Is not known but this incident 
throws new light on the whole affair and 
apparently settles tho matter for good— 
that Hockney left the country of his own 
accord and has not mot foul piny as many 
supposed. 

It is reported that Mr.* McCormick had 
staled be would' step in and protect Mrs. 
Hockney, that is, he would purchase the 
property which will be so Id, at the chattel 
marignge forclosure sale and pay up tbo 
claim, turning back to her wbnt Is left.

Tho pen- 
alty is* imposed upon tho machine, and 
not the man. The automobile Is seized 
and locked up for from ten, days up- 
ward, according to the gravity or fre- 
quency of tho offense. Tho owner Is 
thus deprived of that which he was 
not using rationally, and the public 
Is saved this risk of having a danger- 1 
ous machine In tho hands of a 
though tlcaa person, If a man were 
caught lifting the dust off the road at 
tho rate of 40 miles an hour In tho 
spring and had his $10,000 auto taken 
away from him and kept all through 
the long summer months, he would be 
[Ukoly to exorcise greater caro noxt 
season. It really looks as- though the 
Glasgow bnllllea had discovered how 
to make the punishment, fit tho crime.

In a few minutes I gaeae, 
said Durkin aud be turned about to again 
look nt the time table to make sure of the 
minnte the car was duo wbcrenpon he go- 
ing to tell tho fellows. Just then as he 
had turned to look at the timetable, he 
felt a tup on bis shoulder and turning to 
see what the stranger wanted be found a 
revolver Bhuved into his face. ''Hands up" 
said tbe fellow with the gun. Durkin lost 
no time in obeying for he did not like the 
looks of tbe weapon or the man be. was 
dealing with.

sire. Ex : Qov. Terrains of Chihuahua 
has. 17,000,000 acres. The Zuloaga 
family Is said to hold 5,000,000. Prop- 
erties Of 1,000,000 and 2,000,000 acres 
are not uncommon. Among the Amer- 
icans who have large ranches may be 
mentioned Fleming t Rose, the River- 
aide Cattle company, with 3,000,000 
acres, and .a fine, herd of Hereford ■; 
Phoebe Hearst, of California, who has 
a magnificent. place west of Mlnaca; 
the ■ Millers and three Mormon col- 
onies. Gordon, Ironsides &. JFerriBS, a 
Canadian company, have 1,000,000 
acres; Lord . Beresford, a relative of 
the admiral, baa a large ranch where 
he raises fine horses ; another English- 
man, named Irmstead, owns a largo 
property. Smaller places of from 40,- 
000 acres upward are numerous. , The 
price of land now runs from 60 to 7S 
cents gold per acre, with a strong 
tendency to rise.

Says It's a Good Law and Stronger 
Than Republican Party 



"The criticism most often tnnde of the 
primary law is that it should have abolish- 
ed tbe copvention. I cannot agree with 
those who urge this. While I admit that 
it ..it- not perfect still it is a good law,- as 
strong as the Republican party, and 
stronger. In rural districts the voters will 
not participate in primary elections to the 
extent that those in the cities do. The 
farmers never will approve of nomination 
by the voters. 1 ' Thus spoke Gov. Deneen 
on Monday evening at Highland Pork be-, 
fore an audience of Lake County people. 
Continuing the Governor laid: "I do not 
believe It is just when there are ten candi- 
dates for the man who geta eleven per cent, 
of bis parly vote to receive tbe nomina- 
tion, .1 would not favor any plan for di- 
rect nominations unless a decent plurality 
were required, aaythjrty-flve percent, of 
the total party vote." 

It is obvious from the Governor's speech 
that he feels keenly the unjust criticisms 
which have been heaped upon the new law 
and what he said as quoted above in the 
last paragraph Is so plainly the truth that 
it may be designated as axiomatic. Ac- 
cording to the Governor 1 ! illustration the 
instance may arise where A, B. C, D, E, F, , 



G,' H, I and J are candidates for an office 
arid their votes are as follows^ A, 9 l J; 13,101; 
C. 98; D. 102; E, 97; F, 103j G, 96; H, 
104; I, 95; J, 105. . Total, 1,000. Accord- 
ing to the plan of nominating by direct 
vote K would be the regular nominee, but 
hnnng received only a little more than 
one-tenth of the entire number of votes 
cast be could in no way fairly claim to be 
tbe peopla'a choice. As the cities offer 
better facilities for voters to reach tbe poll- 
ing places a greater per cent, of the votes 
arc cost there, which means because a can- 
didate chanced to be from a city, he, in- 
variably, would win, irrespective of qoal-l 
Ideations or fitness. While we do not pro- 
fess' to be in sympathy with the Governor's 
policy, nevertheless, we feel that his argu- 
ment possesses the wheat, and this tommy- 
rot "flboat the people's choice that the dem- 
ocratic and independent candidates delight 
to shoot about is nothing but a delusion 
and a snsTe to all the people of the country 
and smaller towns in tbe county that 
poses s a metropolis city. That tbe country 
representatives at Springfield were awake 
to tbe interests of their constituents In de- 
manding nomination by convention or 
thirty-five per cent, plurality Is a matter of 
history.

Tho United Suites bureau of labor has 
Issued a report on the cost of living, 
wages and hours of labor covering a six- 
teen-year period beginning with 1S90 and 
ending with 1005. The figuring shows 
that, although the prices of many staple 
commodities have gone up, the purchasing 
power of average wage for a shorter 
week's work has risen appreciably. For 
instance, comparing the nvcrage wage 
per hour In 11103 with thnt of ISM. It 
Appears that there has been an Increase 
of 21.5 per cent, while the average num- 
ber of hours' worJT per week hns de- 
creased 5.0. Thus these figures show that 
the nvcrnge wage earner witli shorter 
hours mokes 10.7 per cent more than he 
did In 1804. The estimate of the cost of 
food is based upon the average family 
consumption in 2,307 worklngmen's fam- 
ilies, According to this, t In* price of food 
hns lncrens,ed 12,7 ohovo 1800 nnd 0.8 per 
cent above 180-1. Thus the average wages 
would seem to purchase 7.7 per cent more 
food In 1003 than In 1804 and 8.1 mors 
than In 1800, At the same time, tbcM 
■tntlstlcs show thnt the number employed 
lias Incrensed 42 per cent over 1S04 nnd 
40.0 over 1800. Thus the total amount 
paid In wages has been increased 03,7 
per cent since 1801.

Atlantic City ut 2:!10. MoBt of tha 
piieRengers had crossed the Delaware 
River ferry from Philadelphia to Cam- 
den, 

Little Clin nee fur Encnpei 

For most of tho passengers there wns 
no opportunity of escape. The electric 
was running nt good ftpced, nltliouglt It 
■hnd slowed down flomewlmt to cross 
the bridge. As tho first ovr Btruck tho 
twisted rail It leaped from the trnek, 
bumped nlong the ties for a few feet 
and plunged over tho trust! e to the 
•water, it dragged the second conch 
with 1L The rear car struck an abut- 
ment, which held it back for nn In- 
stant, and then Rlld Into the water. 
Tills brief delny n Rowed n few persons 
to escape. 

A number of men nnd Tew women 
leaped out of tho windows nnd tin* 
rear door and either foil Into the tvntcr 
or caught hold of n post nud were rea- 
died. It Is stated thnt fully 100 pns- 
Bcngers wore nbonrd, nlmost nil of 
them crowded Into the first nnd second 
cars. These were en tombed. 

Among the passengers wcro twenty 
men of the Royal Artillery Band, who 
were on their way here from Philadel- 
phia. Ouo or two Indies of tho lmtul 
men were recovered during tho after- 
noon.

The Thoroiiglifnrc divides Abescon 
Island, on which Atlantic City In sit- 
uated, from tho mat ul nnd. The bridge 
Is half n mile from the center of tho 
city. The water nt tlmt point was 
twenty feet deep nt the time of tho ne- 
clileut, it being flood-title. 

The entire city wns -thrown Into a 
stnto of excitement ns the news rench- 
ed town.

This twist threw the first car 
from tho track nnd Into the wnter, 
dragging the others with It, 

A number of persons were rescued 
from the cars, hndly Injured nnd nl- 
most drowned, nnd wore taken to the 
hospltnl In Atlantic City. It Is be- 
lieved most of them will die. Their 
rescue was accomplished by means of 
most, daring. work. At the peril of 
their lives men leaped Into the water 
nnd fought- with the tide to bhvc those 
imprisoned within tho cant, 

Tho third enr^ which fell near tho 
hank, wns not entirely submerged at 
first, although the rising tide quickly 
swept over It. Holes were cut through 
the roof nnd a few persons were drag- 
ged out by this menus. 

The nccldent wns witnessed by mnny 
people and rescue work wns prompt 
Strong swimmers endeavored to dive to 
the submerged enrs in search of bodies, 
but bo swift wns the tide thnt they 
were forced to desist. Professional 
dlvcm were then secured, who donned 
their armor nnd went down. But even 
they were tumble to do nnythlng 
against the tide that Bwlrled around 
tho sunken coaches.

But State Superintendent Rlggs takes 
the opposite view, In nflirmlng the or- 
der for the teacher's reinstatement he 
says; "The charges were so' general In 
character, and some of them so trivial, 
tlmt full testimony from' credible wit- 
nesses would be required to convince any 
court of review that they' were sufficient 
to warrant tho hoard In dismissing tha 
teacher. Such testimony was not given 
before the board, When tho case was be- 
fore the board the burden ot proof* was 
unquestionably upon that body. The pros- 
ecution must establish the gulti ov <ne 
accused, not the accused prove her inno- 
cence."

The high- 
est court In the land 
refused to Intervene 
to save him from 
the six months' sen- 
tence Imposed for 
having used his scn- 
a tori a I influence 
with the Poatoffice 
Department to pre- 
vent the Issuance of 
n fraud order 
. ngalnst the Rialto 
Grain and Securities Company, a get- 
rich-quick concern which nourished In 
Missouri a few jears ngo. 

When Burton, at that time a United 
States Senator from Kansas, was con- 
victed of tho crime of using bis official 
station to make money unlawfully, It was 
said that he would never bo punished for 
his offense. lie himself believed it would 
be possible to .obtain Immunity for hla 
acta and that the humiliation and discom- 
fort of serving a term In prison would 
riot 'bo his. Immediately after his con- 
viction an appeal was made to the higher 
courts and it went ns far as the United 
States Supreme Court. It bad the effect 
of delaying his punishment, but the Su- 
preme Court denied his petition for a re- 
hearing In ihe case, nnd the ex-Senator 
has begun bis term In the little prison.

It sometimes hnpiiens that one bns to 
plow sod whenever the opportunity pre- 
sents Itself for doing tho work, with* 
out reference to whether tho time 
chosen Is the best or not Somo argu- 
ments might be advanced In favor of 
early fall plowing, while Into full 
plowing also tins lis advantageous fea- 
tures, if plowing Is done early in the 
fnll, any, In Septemhor or October, It 
Is usually necessary to do n little disk- 
ing before tho ground freezes up, oth- 
erwise tho grass may make consider- 
nble growths, and this In turn pre- 
vents tho sod from decaying. If oiu 
has the nvullnbtc horse power and nlso 
the time to do the work, bluestcm sod 
may be brought Into fine condition by 
plowing It early and afterwards disk- 
ing It Tho ordinary method Is to plow 
late In the fnll. If tho sod 1b turned 
over completely with but little buckling, 
the grass will make but little head- 
way, and consequently n saving of !a> 
bor will he nffocted, as compnred wltl 
early plowing.— Field and Farm. 
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EMtntlnl af n Stln. 

The proper construction of the silo

Tho method 
Is ob follows: A section of pipe (n con* 
vcnlent size being Inch and, n quarter) 
Is fitted with a point of iron. This pipe 
Is bored full of Uoles, which nre cov- 
ered with a brass gauze. The point la 
driven Into the ground by n sledge hum' 
mer and five-foot sections of galvan- 
ized Iron pipe are Joined to It ns It la 
driven Into the ground. Frequent tests 
nro mnde with a pitcher pomp to dis- 
cover when water has been reached. 
Tbls method of obtaining wnter Is no! 
nltogetber satlfactory, because from the 
very nature of things the work bns to 
he done blindly, and very often one Is 
obliged to give up entirely after hav- 
ing driven twenty or thirty feet of pipe 
through quicksand from which no 
water can bo obtained.

This wna recently demonstrated by a 
careful test In handling eighteen head 
of cattle by Swift & Co. They bough 
the cattle and found they weighed 1 
total of £3,0S0 pounds and cost 33.0C 
n hundredweight, amounting to 5830.83.

How to Ornti Grapevine*. 

The method of grafting grapevines 
Is somewhat different from that prac- 
ticed on npples nud other orchard 
fruits, Tho grape Is grafted a short 
distance below the surface.

The Wisconsin experiment station 
baa been comparing the cost of pro- 
duction of mutton nnd beef,' One hun- 
dred pounds of .gain were mnde by a 
wetber lamb on 3S4 pounds of corn, 
200 pounds of corn fodder nnd twenty- 
two pounds' of potatoes. To produce 
100 pounds of gain In a steer required 
BOt pounds of -corn, ■ 1SS pounds of 
bran nnd 045 pounds of silage.

However, It was soon discovered that 
If kept for any length of time in a 
cool, damp place the honey would com- 
mence' to sweat or ooze out of tho un- 
sealed' cells, whllo If left in such a 
plnce for two or three months the cell 
cap; dugs would assume a watery ap- 
pearance and finally burst. 

Some beekeepers work hard nil the 
season to secure n crop of honey nnd 
then store It lu such an unsuitable 
plnce that when it reaches market they 
do not get nearly' bo' much for their la- 
bor as they -would had . they spent 
more' thought on having their product 
reach the market In an attractive con- 
dition. ,..-" v

CIiIcbro correspondence: 

Tbe use of dogs to rid Chicago of hold- 
up men and of the creatures who terrify 
and slay helpless women Is the sugges- 
tion put forth by Capt. P. D. O'llricn, 
head of Hit; city dstectWa bureau. In it 
many persons sec a possible solution of 
tho puzzling problem, how to get rid of 
the desperadoes who are a. menace to lifo 
nud property In tho city. It has there- 
fore met with popular favor and tho city 
officials are being urged nt lenst 'to ex- 
periment with, If not adopt it. Tlio adop- 
tion of tho plan would serve the doutilo 
purpose of affording protection and rid- 
ding the community of a growing nui- 
sance. Besides, Capt. O'Brien believes 
It would check graft on the force. 

The experience of Client, Antwerp, 
Par U ami other cities proven that dogs 
thus employed would coat the city only 
five- cents ench per dny. For tho regu- 
lar night patrolman's work Capt. O'Brien 
would hate tho best Belgian sheep dogs, 
Blards nnd Grocnncdnels. while St. Bcr- , 
nards would be used as life savers along 
tho lake and river and In the pnrki, and 
the bloodhounds would constitute the de- 
tective force, to be used In trailing down 
crlmlnnls niter a crime Is committed. 
Capt. O'Brien's scheme is not a theory, 
nor does ho claim any credit for original- 
ity In It. Ho simply tins mndo n study of 
the methods of the French, German nnd 
Belgian police dogs, and he believes that, 
sooner or later, Chicago will adopt tho 
system and train dogs to be tlio compan- 
ions nnd assistants of the night pntrolmca 
and the night squadron ot detectives. 

From nn experiment attempted hy the 
burgomaster of the thief -ridden city of 
i; hi' nt, tho use of dogs wds proved success- 
ful. Thereafter dogs were trained nnd 
added to the force until now every patrol* 
man In tho outlying districts of tbe city, 
or In the dangerous districts, is accom- 
panied by a dog, and the results so as- 
tounded the .police students In Europe 
that tbe Idea has been adopted in dozens 
of cities. According to the reports of tho 
municipalities of Belgium a trained dog, 
accompanied by a patrolman, accomplishes 
the work of two ordlnnry patrolmen — 
and be nnd his master can do the work 
and cover tho ground thoroughly — more 
thoroughly than four men alone could 
cover it. 

Freed of ThleTes. 
So successful was' the experiment In 
Ghent that, within a few months after 
the addition of dogs to tbe force, tho 
thieves and criminals, after trying des- 
perately to poison or otherwise kill tho 
police dogs, gave up the efforts. The 
city now h declared to be clearer of crime 
than any city of Its size la the world, and 
the arrest record shows that, with trained 
dags, a patrolman can make captures 
which otherwise might causa need for a. 
dozen men, 

"Chicago," said one student of Euro- 
pean police methods, who is enthusiastic 
in his support of Capt. O'Brien's Idea, 
"could adopt the Belgian dog police Idea 
with bettor effect tfinn any big city In 
the world. The wide sprend of the city, 
Its great open spaces, the huge territory 
which makes It practically Impossible for 
tho present force to cover it thoroughly, 
the great railway yards, tho docks and 
such places should be made safe by the 
use of dogs. In Antwerp, whero 1 saw 
the dogs used, tho Idcn came to mo that 
dogs would solve Chicago's police 'prob- 
lem better and cheaper than . anything 
else, We have In Chicago morc*dogs than 
any city In .the world, not excepting Con- 
stantinople, where they are used as scav- 
engers, nnd most of them aro useless am? 
dangerous." \ '■ 

Would Keep Out Crook*. 

"Tlie fact that' dogs were on the force," 
says Capt. O'Brien, "would have n big 
effect on crooks and criminals of all 
kinds. Tbe dogs would bo In charge of 
patrolmen and would be taught to catch 
crlmlnnls or disturbers by the back of 
the leg and.hold tbem. . Pollqe dogs are 
taught that their only friends 'are the po- 
lice, and that they must always look 
upon all others ns their enemies. Further- 
more, they are trained 'nevcV to touch or 
cat any bone meat, or other substance 
they find while on their rounds. The 
dogs are trained to follow criminals over* 
streams, fences and all sorts of broken 
ground, one of the police acting as the 
criminal and fleeing before the dog. Tho 
young dogs are trained and broken by the 
nse of the old ones, and In two months a 
dog ot good breeding' and Intelligence Is 
a capable officer, The dogs' nro kept In 
kennels," specially prepared, at the roar 
of tlie bureaus of police. Always when* 
on duty they wear a. tight tin muzzle, so 
fixed that the moment the pntlirolman In 
charge of them looses the leash', the muz- 
zle drops off and tbe dog Is ready for ac- 
tion. 

"It Is wonderful to see how intelligent 
tho dogs becom* In police , duties, •: They 
can tell, seemingly by instinct,- s. thief 
or robber, Their Intuition Is keener often 
than that of their masters^ There fs an- 
other thing — the dogs keep, tho patrol- 
men from loitering on duty, and keep 
them moving." ; 

Tho city authorities. In view of tho 
Inability of the police to deal with crim- 
inal conditions' here, are considering the 
suggestio n and It may be adopte d.
